On the one hand, the proposed legislation appears to be totally 
unacceptable to the Chairman of the lIC, whereas the requirements 
of the Department of State and of this Agency are such that either 
legislation or an executive order is necessary if the minimum reliance 
may be placed on existing communications facilities, In order that 
the importance and scope of this requirement may be evaluated, 
Iam attaching the pertinent relevant documents:

2, It will be seen that it is m'ost difficult to determine with any 
accuracy the balance as between disadvantages and siemeuet from 
the intelligence viewpoint of the proposed legislation. Nevertheless, 
given the importance of the national interests involved, I wish to 
continue to probe and inquire into this question to see whether it will 
not be possible to come to some agreement with the Chairman of the 
IlC whereby his objections might be reconciled, 

3, Under the existing circumstances, Il request that the deadline
